THINK ABOUT 


Japan has apparently decided on a 
change in policy and fs contemplat- 
ing action which she feels will 
realise her alms.’ One naturally asks 
what are the prospects for her In 
this quest for hegemony in Asin, 
She starts off with a comparatively 
empty treasury and facing an em- 
bargo on essential materials—avia- 
tion spirit and scrap metal which 
‘hitherto she has been able to import 
from the United States, Fifty-six 
per cent. of her requirements come 
from that country. 


This seems to indicate that Japan’s 
trade must immediately suffer eclipse 
since her merchantshilps could hardly 
expect to trade with Europe, India 
or Australia on anything like the 


other nation depends on trade for 
her Internal economy. Unlike China 
she. is not self-supporting, and she 
cannot divert the materials she re- 
quires from China, now so bitterly 
hostile. . 


Japan's greatest anxiety must be 
her precarious position in China, 
where she -can neither complete her 
task of conquest, nor gracefully 
withdraw from the unhappy adven- 
ture. Phe mere anxiety she displays 
in trying to conclliate China: the 
more she’ acknowledges her own 
weukness. Japan cannot hope to 
win over China to her side after, the 
way she has mereilessly and ruth- 

ly destroyed her cities, and 
rendered millions homeless. 


It is the business ‘of stutesmen to 
envisage the future, and the wisest 
of them nre those who take into their 
purview the numerous factors which 
are at work moulding that future. 
If an important element is omitted, 
then the policy which ts followed 
jends not to youd fortune but disas- 
ter. The factor which Japan cannot 
ignore’ in the estimate they make Is 
the policy of the United States. So 
far they know that the United States 
will not view with Indifferences any

Avoiding Economic Disaster 

Owing to'the great reduction of 
the demand duc to .war conditions 
und difficultics of export, danger was 
imminent that the bulk would be left 
unsold in the hands of the cultivators, 

which would be an economic disnster 
of the first mugnitude, 

‘On representations by the Egyptlan 
to the Britlsh Government, the latter 
aecordingly decided to respond by 
setting up a commission to purchase 
colton, On this commission the 
Egyptian Government was being osk- 
ed to nominate ao representative. 

This commission would be prepared 
* pefore April 30, 1941, to purchase all 

jint and cotton derived from the 1040 
Epyptinn crop or as much os was 
offered to them and ail mercantile 
cotton seed os distinct from sowing 
seed, 

Britain To Bear Cost 

The British Government would 
bear the whole or any nett loss which 
might arise from the transaction as a 
whole, but they would share equally 
with the EgypWan Government any 
nett profits which might accrue, on 
the understanding that such profits as 
may be returned {to the Egyptian 
Government under th rangement 
would be used by {hi Government 
for the relief ‘of cultivators in a 
manner to be‘agreed on between the 
two governments. 

Asked if the Egyptian Govern- 
ment,-as an ally, was co-operating to 
the fullest extent in this matter, Mr. 
Butler repliod amid cheers “We 
‘take that for granted.”

We Intend To Win. 

“We intend to win this war. The 
Government do not intend to allow

Japan has apparently decided on a 
change in policy and {s contemplat- 
Ing action which she feels will 
realise her dims, One naturally asks 
what ure the prospects for her in 
this .quest for hegemony in Asia. 
She starts off with a- comparatively 
emply treasury and facing un em- 
bargo on essential materials—avia- 
tion spirit and scrap metal which 
hitherto she. has been able to import 
from the United States. Fifty-six 
per cent. of her requirements come 
from that country. 


This seems to indicate that Japan's 
trade must Immediately suffer eclipse 
since her merchantships could hardly 
expert to trade with Europe, India 


——--j-or—Austrolin—on—onything -like—the- 


same scale. Japan more than any 
other nation depends on trade for 
her internat economy. Unlike China 
she {fs not self-supporting, and she 
cannot divert the materials she re- 
quires front China, now so bitterly 
hostile. 


Japan's yreatest anxlely must be 
her precarious position in China, 
where she can neither complete her 
task of conquest, nor gracefully 
withdraw from the uhhappy adven- 
ture. The more anxiety she displays 
in trying “to concillate China the 
more she acknowledges her) own 
weakness. Japan cannot hope to 
win over China to her side after the 
way she has mercilessly and ruth- 
lessly destroyed her cities, and 
rendered millions homeless.

But revolutionary wars are dif. 
ferent—and this Is a revolutionary 
war, Hitler docsn’t give a damn 
about upsetting the social order in 
the democracies—In fact, he has ad 
vertised that jt is one of the things 
he is after! When we have got it 
into our heads that this war js only 
th emilitury manifestation of a vast 
socini, economic and -political up- 
heaval that is shaking and remould- 
ing the whole world we. shall feel 
better about it-~and we shall stop 
lating nonsense about “rules.” (And 
after all, even the Nuzis have -been 
ruthless to a plan.) : 


Our country 1s about to undergo 
sufferlngs: more terrible arid wide- 
spread than “any that have happened 
fo It since the Black Death, but 
don't let us flatter ourselves that 
even if all of us and of our order 
went down in ruin Freedom would 
perish from the earth.

slovakin called on us—ond got no 
answer. We ore left to fight alone 
now because we would not fight to- 
gether when we had the chance and 
the duty, All the democracies have 
Ict down all the other democracies:. - 
the only thing they have done col- 
lectively is to suffer from n common 
atrophy of will. . 


The decent ‘people of this island | 
don't deserve such = rulers—though, 
perhaps, some of us who saw what 
was happening and tried to say so 
were not faithful enough in our pra-

LONDON, Aug. 7 (Reuter).— 
The establishment of a commis- 
sion with powers to purchise 
Egypt's cotton crop was an- 
nounced by .Mr. R. A. Butler, 
Under-Seeretary for Forcign 
Affairs, in the House of Com- 
mons to-day. : 

Mr. Butler declared that anxiety 
had been growing for some time in 
Egypt regarding the disposal of the 
1940 cotton crop, the plieking of 
which was about to begin.

Owing to the great reduction of 
the demand due to war conditions 
and difficulties of export, danger was 
imminent that the bulk would be left 
unsold In the hands of the cultivators, 
which would be an economic disaster 
of the first magnitude. 

On representations by, the Egyptian 
to the British Go srnment, the latter 
accordinizly decided to respond by 
setling, up a commission to purchase 
cotton, On this commission — the 
Egyptian Government was being, ask- 
ed to nominate a representative, 

This commission would be prepared 
before April 30, 1241, to purchase all 
lint and cotton derived from the 1040 
Egyptian crop or as much as wis 
offered to them and all mercantile 
cotton seed as distinct from sowing, 


seed, ; 
Britain To Bear Cost 

The British Government would 
bear the whole or any nett loss which 
might arise from the transaction as a 
whole, but they would share equally 
with the Eyyptian Government any 
nett profits which might accrue, on 
the understanding that such profits as 
jmay be returned to the, Egyptian 
Government under this arrangement 
would be used by that Government 
for the relief of cultivators in a 
manner to be agreed on between the 
two governments. 

Asked if the Egyptinn Gavern- 
ment, an ally, was co-operating to 
the fullest extent in this matter, Mr.

Japan has apparently decided on n 
change in policy, und is contemplat- 
ing nection wlilch she feels will 
realise her aims, One naturally asks 
what ure the prospects for her tn 
this quest for hegemony in Asia. 
She starts off with a comparatively 
empty treasury and facing an em- 
bargo on. essential materials—avia- 
jlon spirit. and scrap metal which 
hitherto she has been able to import 
from the United States. Fifty-six 
per cent, of her requirements come 
from that country. 


This seems to Indicate that Japan's 
strade must Immediately suffer eclipse 
since her merchantships could hardly 
expert to trade with Europe, India , 
or Australia on anything like the

other nation depends on trade for 
her internal economy, \ Unlike China 
she js not self-supporting, “and she 
cannot divert the materials she re- 
quires from China, now so bitterly 
hostile: 


‘Japan's greatest anxiety must be 
her precarious position in China, 
where she can neither complete her 
task of conquest, nor gracefully 
withdraw from the unhappy adven- 
ture. ‘The more anxiety she displays 
in trying to conciiiate China, the 
more she acknowledges her own 
weakness. Japan cannot hope to 
win over China to her side afler the 
way she has ‘mercilessly: and ruth- 
lessly destroyed o her citles, and 
rendered millions homeles3. 


It, is the business of statesinen to 
envisage the future, and the wisest 
of them are those who take into their 
purview the numerous factors which 
ore at work moulding that future. 
If an important element is omitted, 
then the polley which Is followed | 
lends not.to good fortune but disas- 
ter,. The factor which Japan cannot 
ignore In the estimate they make ts 
the policy of the United States. So 
far they know that the United States 
will not view with indifferences any 
alteration ‘in the status quo of the 
Netherlands.

There aren't any: rules of warfare: 

For a 
perlod of history (in) the seven- 
teenth and ‘eighteenth centuries pre- 
eminently) monarchs waging war on 
one another agreed on certain rules 
of war becouse it was necessary for 
them, in the midst of thelr aggran- 
disements, to avold a disturbance of 
the social order from which they 
derived their privilege; upset It, and 
they were gone, . 


But revoltitionary wars are dite 
ferent—nnd this js a’ revolutionary 
war, Hitler doesn’t give a damn 
about upsetting the socal order In 
the democracies—-in fact, he hos ad- 
vertised that it is one of the things 
he ts after, When we have got it 
Into our heads that this war ls only 
th emilitary manifestatlon of a vast 
social, economic and political up- 
heaval that is shalsing and remould- 
ing the whole world we shalt feel 
better nbout Ii—and we shall stop 
talking nonsense nbout “rules.” (And 
nfter all, even.the Nazis have been 
ruthless to a plan.)
